Four soil moisture and temperature 
sensors installed in Choctawhatchee, 
Pea and Yellow Rivers Watershed 


UAH Earth System Sci- 
ence Center Research Sci- 
entist and Associate State 
Climatologist Dr. Lee 
Ellenburg, along with staff 
from the Choctawhatchee, 
Pea and Yellow Rivers 
Watershed Management 
Authority (CPYRWMA) 
installed four soil mois- 
ture and temperature sen- 
sors within the CPYRWMA 
watershed, 

The soil moisture sensors 
were developed by Ellen- 
burg’s team at UAH. 

Funded by the Nation- 
al Oceanic Atmospheric 
Administration’s Office of 
Oceanic and Atmospheric 
Research’s Weather Pro- 
gram Office, Dr. Ellenburg 
is leading the effort to help 
build a large network of 
soil moisture sensors across 
the Southeast. Currently, 
there are only 18 soil mois- 
ture sites installed across 
Alabama’s 52,000. square 
miles by the United States 
Department of Agriculture 


(USDA), leaving large gaps 
of missing data. 

Real-time data from the 
soil moisture sensors exam- 
ine how soil moisture varies 
across the landscape of Ala- 
bama depending on weather 
events, soil type and veg- 
etation and can measure 
moisture content from the 
surface to approximately 
two feet below ground. 

According to Lisa Harris, 
CPYRWMA director, the 
sensors will enhance the 
agency’s Flood Warning 
System and provide valu- 
able information to citi- 
zens, including farmers and 
foresters. Data about how 
quickly soils dry out during 
growing season dry spells 
helps farmers become more 
drought-resilient and bet- 
ter characterize drought 
impacts when seeking 
federal assistance. The 
data also aids the Forestry 
Commission when making 
decisions pertaining to pre- 
scribed burns.

“In reviewing the num- 
ber of calls we have 
received at the Alabama 
Poison Information Center, 
we often have multiple 
exposures reported dur- 
ing one call because entire 
households - are — shar- 
ing oven-baked items,” 
said Jessica (Rivera) 
Pescatore, Clinical 
Director at Alabama 
Poison Information Center 
at Children’s of Alabama. 
“Most exposures result 
from spraying oven clean- 
ers and forgetting to wipe 
off or inadequately remov- 
ing them prior to using the 
oven for cooking.”

Roots 


Alex Haley grew up in Henning, Tenn. where his 
grandfather taught him about his ancestry, including 
an ancestor rumored to have come to 
America as a slave. Haley spent 10 years researching 
and discovered this mysterious ancestor. Kunte Kinte 
was abducted in 1767 at age 17 and brought to the 


“the African” —. 


American colonies. 


Haley published “Roots” in 1976. His story became 
the very first television mini-series the next year, rivet- 


ing the nation. 


The gospel writer Matthew began his narrative with 
a look at Jesus’ roots, beginning with Abraham and 
concluding with Joseph and Mary. It’s unusual that he 
included five women in this ancestry. Mary we know, 


but perhaps the other women we know least. 


Tamar’s story is in Genesis 38. She was widowed, 
fearful and vulnerable, and she disguised herself as 
a harlot to seduce her father-in-law Judah. She was 
about to be stoned as an unmarried woman with child 
but used something of an ancient paternity test to show 
that Judah was the father. Their eldest son, Perez, was 


included in the lineage of the messiah. 


Rahab, likewise, had a shameful past. She was 
the harlot of Jericho who had a premonition that the 
Hebrews would prevail in the upcoming battle. She hid 
Joshua’s spies and made a pact with them that she and 
her family be saved. She married a Hebrew and was 


included in the lineage of the messiah. 


Ruth, from Moab, was widowed and determined to 
return to her mother-in-law’s native village, Bethlehem. 
There she met and married Boaz, the son of Rahab. 
Ruth and Esther are honored as the only women in 


scripture to have books named for them. 


And Matthew obliquely mentioned Bathsheba as 
“Uriah’s wife.” King David, the man after God’s own 
heart, “loafed, looked, lusted and lied” as Baptist 
preachers are wont to say. The child of this illicit union 
died, but the second child, Solomon, was included in the 


lineage of the messiah. 


Matthew’s story has at least two lessons. 


The first is that though Ruth was righteous, all four 
women were sinners, as are we all. God must use dirty 
vessels in his work since these are the only vessels 


available! 


The second is that two of the women, Ruth and 
Rahab, weren’t native Hebrews, but were included in 


the Hebrew messianic lineage. 


The apostle Paul argued that the death of Christ 
brought Gentiles (non-Jews) into the Hebrew family, 
allowing both to share the promises made to Abraham. 
We are “Abraham’s seed” and “heirs” of the promise. 
In Christ, all are invited to God’s family (Galatians 3). 

As Pastor Rick, Warren said, “No matter what your 
background is, the ground is level at the foot of the 


cross.”

*** The reclassification of high school athletic teams 
across the state always create interesting stories and last 
week was no different when the AHSAA announced its 
upcoming changes to its seven classes and various regions. 
In Class 7A, Dothan and Enterprise will again face long 
road trips against their region foes with visits to Auburn, 
Opelika, Phenix City, Smiths Station, Montgomery JAG 
and Montgomery Carver/. However, the folks at Prattville 
certainly had no post-reclassification party after the Lions 
were moved to the north into the region with such powers 
as Thompson, Hoover and Hewitt-Trussville. In Class 
6A, Rehobeth fans will need to buy a road map after the 
Rebels made the jump up in class and will also need to 
purchase a gas card with rebates since the closest region 
foe will now be Russell County, which is 92 miles from 
Rehobeth. Other region opponents include Montgomery 
Park Crossing, Montgomery Percy Julian, Montgomery 
Pike Road, Stanhope Elmore and Wetumpka. In Class 5A, 
there will be no rest for the weary as Eufaula, Carroll, 
Charles Henderson, Greenville and Headland were joined 
in the region by the past two 4A state champions in 
Andalusia and Montgomery Catholic. All the Bulldogs 
from Andalusia have accomplished in the past two seasons 
is one state title (2022) and a 24-3 record, while in the past 
three seasons the Knights from Catholic have lofted one 
state title (2023) and posted a remarkable 41-2 record: In 
Class 4A, the biggest story involving area teams was that 
five teams that a year ago were in the same class in 3A are 
now in the same region in 4A, with Opp, Ashford, New 
Brockton, Pike County and Straughn.all making the move 
up. In Class 3A, three wiregrass teams will find new region 
foes from the capital city as Houston Academy, Northside 
Methodist, Wicksburg and Slocomb now find themselves 
in the region with Montgomery private schools Alabama 
Christian, Trinity and Montgomery Academy, as well 
as Prattville Christian. In Class 2A there were very few 
changes as far as length of travel or new opponents, but 
Zion Chapel did move into a new region that includes 2A 
powers Highland Home, Goshen and Luverne, as well as 
newcomer Pike Lib, and perennial bottom feeders Calhoun 
and Barbour County. In Class 1A, it was simply more of 
the same as Elba now finds itself in an eight-team region 
with the loss of Houston County, which moved up to 
2A. The changes across the state will no doubt crate new 
rivalries for any teams, while locally it means Elba and its 
fellow region foes will play three non-region opponents 
instead of two, as in years past.

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Only a few changes for Elba in AHSAA reclassification 


The Alabama High School Athletic Association Central 
Board of Control unanimously approved the current 
seven-classification system for championship play for 
the 2024-25 and 2025-26 school years. The seven-class 
system, which began in 2014-15, was approved once 
again for all sports. ; 

In accordance with the AHSAA constitution and 
by-laws, the AHSAA Central Board of Control manages 
championship play and classification. Member schools are 
reclassified every two years. The high schools are currently 
divided into seven classifications (1A, 2A, 3A, 4A, 5A, 
6A and 7A) for competition in championship programs. 

Classification is based on Average Daily Membership 
(ADM) figures furnished by the State Department of 
Education for public schools for grades 9 through 11 
plus eighth-grade hold-back students. Member private 
schools report that same data directly to the AHSAA. An 
index of 1.35 is used to determine the enrollment figure 
for classifying private school members. Each private 
school student counts 1.35 for classification purposes. 
A competitive balance success factor is also applied to 
private school sports teams which affects approximately 
10% of private school teams. 

The new classification lists 32 schools in Class 
7A. The other classes break down as follows: 
Class 6A (57); Class 5A (62); Class 4A - (66); 
Class 3A 65); Class 2A (62); and Class 1A (76); 
plus two associate members for a total of 420 total.. 

Alignments were also released for fall sports, which 
recently completed championship play for the current 
school year, based on the number of schools declaring to 
participate in a sport for the upeoming 2023-24 school 
year. Also included for the first time are alignments for 
Girls’ Flag Football as a championship sport 

Alignments for winter and spring sports will be 
determined following completion of those championship 
seasons. 

While most alignments are for seven classes, some 
sports programs may include two or more classes in a 
division. The alignments for each sport in a class are 
published in the online AHSAA Sports Book each year. 

Reclassification, according to the AHSAA Constitution 
and By-Laws, is conducted every two years by the 
AHSAA Central Board of Control. 

The 2024-25 and 25-26 football alignment places the

32 largest high schools in Class 7A and 57 in Class 6A, 
56 in Class 5A, 62 in Class 4A, 60 in Class 3A, 60 in 
Class 2A, and 62 in Class 1A.

Alabama voters voting 
under the Uniformed and 
Overseas Citizens Absentee 
Voting Act (UOCAVA) may 
receive additional informa- 
tion by contacting the Board 
of Registrars’ office or the 
office of the Alabama Sec- 
retary of State for expanded 
options. 

Completed ballots must 
be returned by the voter in 
person to the Absentee Elec- 
tion Manager at 5 County 
Complex, New Brockton, 
Alabama no later than one 
day prior to the election, or 
if mailed through the Unit- 
ed States Postal Service, it 
must be postmarked no later 
than one day prior to the 
election. 

Multiple ballots cannot 
be mailed in the same enve- 


lope.
